This single handy reference guide is 
provided as a service to our Thoroughbred breeders and owners, and as a 
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MHB A sets the pace through 
decades of industry growth 


Since 1929, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion (MHBA) has been the leading horse industry ad¬ 
vocate within the state of Maryland. It functions as an 
informational resource for horse breeders and owners, 
the media, community and governmental organiza¬ 
tions, and the general public. 

As a service organization, the MHBA provides in¬ 
dustry information, educational opportunities and leg¬ 
islative representation to its nearly 1,000 breeder-owner 
members, who include Thoroughbred breeders, own¬ 
ers of race horses, steeplechase and hunt enthusiasts, 
and others with horse involvement. 

The main purposes of the MHBA have always been 
to encourage, promote, protect and improve the horse 
breeding industry in Maryland. While emphasis tradi¬ 
tionally has been placed on the production of Thor¬ 
oughbred race horses, the MHBA encourages all sports 
relating to the use of horses. 

Maryland — a Thoroughbred state 

Marylanders have been breeding and racing Thor¬ 
oughbred horses for more than 300 years. From the 
famed 18th century race mare and producer Selima (by 
the Thoroughbred foundation sire the Godolphin Barb) 
to such 20th century champions as Gallant Fox, Oma¬ 
ha, Native Dancer, Nashua, Kelso, Ruffian and Spectac¬ 
ular Bid, Maryland-owned Thoroughbreds have been 
providing both excitement and profits for Free Staters. 

Maryland is birthplace of two-time Horses of the 
Year Challedon and Cigar, in addition to Geisha and 
Miss Disco, dams of two of the most influential sires of 
modern times. Native Dancer and Bold Ruler, respec¬ 
tively. The great Northern Dancer stood most of his re¬ 
markable stud career in Chesapeake City. 

The long list of famous Thoroughbred nurseries and 
training centers in Maryland includes Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore, William Walden's Bowling Brook, the Labrot 
family's Holly Beach, E.R Taylor's Windfields and its 
modern counterpart Northview Stallion Station, the 
Pons family's Country Life, Fair Hill Training Center, etc. 


While Maryland's Subscription Plate was run as ear¬ 
ly as 1721, organized Thoroughbred racing began with 
the establishment of the Maryland Jockey Club at An¬ 
napolis in 1743. Following the Civil War, this associa¬ 
tion built Pimlico race course in Baltimore, which 
opened in 1870 and still operates as America's second- 
oldest track. 

Today Maryland boasts spring and summer racing 
at Pimlico, home of the Preakness Stakes (the second 
jewel in racing's Triple Crown), and fall and winter rac¬ 
ing at beautiful Laurel Park, home to several major 
stakes races each year, including the Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. Each summer there are ten days of 
Thoroughbred racing at the Maryland State Fair at Tim- 
onium. 

Turf and jumping race programs are held at Fair 
Hill, the nation's first pari-mutuel steeplechase course, 
which also hosts three-phase and driving competitions. 
In addition, Maryland supports half a dozen point-to- 
point hunt meets during the spring, evidence of 
healthy secondary Thoroughbred markets. 

Maryland has moderate winters and consistent rain¬ 
fall, excellent soils, a favorable political climate for the 
horse business, nearly 150 Thoroughbred stallions, 
well-managed breeding and boarding farms, incentive 
programs that award more than $5 million for Mary¬ 
land horses and a number of modern, accessible train¬ 
ing centers. 

Horse breeding — a viable agricultural tradition with 
significant economic impact 

Horse breeding and horse racing have an economic 
impact on the state that more than triples all other 
sports combined, and comprised 78 percent of the total 
estimated annual sports impact of $1.1 billion, accord¬ 
ing to the latest report by the Governor's Special Com¬ 
mission on Professional Sports and the Economy. 

The overall economic impact of horse breeding and 
racing in Maryland is estimated to be about $1 billion 
annually, with the breeding component representative 
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of about half that total; employment in the racing in¬ 
dustry is estimated to be about 17,000. This does not in¬ 
clude the pleasure horse industry, which involves thou¬ 
sands of participants and about $500 million in 
additional economic impact. 

Horse farms in Maryland occupy over 200,000 acres 
of farmland, preserving valued green space and serving 
as a buffer to development. They are a critical element 
in the maintenance of the state's agricultural heritage. 

The Maryland Fund and Maryland Million 

To support Maryland's Thoroughbred market, MHBA 
has developed (and administers) several innovative 
programs. Both the Maryland Fund (begun in 1962, for 
Maryland-breds) and the Maryland Million (1985, for 
Maryland-sired horses) were the first programs of their 
kind. 

The Maryland Fund (Maryland-bred Race Fund and 
Maryland-bred Race Program) is a Thoroughbred 
breeding development and incentive program estab¬ 
lished in 1962 by the Maryland General Assembly. The 
Fund receives a percentage of the dollars wagered on 
racing in Maryland each year, which is then appor¬ 
tioned, according to a formula, between (a) purses for 
races involving Maryland-bred horses and (b) award 
payments earned by breeders, owners and stallions for 
race horses bred in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund was suggested to the legislature 
by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association as an in¬ 
novative way to promote and improve the state's 
breeding industry and to help supply runners to Mary¬ 
land tracks. Maryland was the first state to have such a 
program and, as a result, Maryland's law served as a 
model for some 29 state-legislated incentive programs 
across the country. 

When the Maryland Fund was the only program 
around, in the early 1960s, it clearly had an impact on 
the size of Maryland's foal crop. By 1964, Maryland foal 
production had jumped 32 percent. Maryland's breed 
incentive fund is carefully structured so as not to subsi¬ 
dize the production of horses that could be termed "un¬ 
economic," but rather to encourage improvement in 
the quality of stallions and mares. Unlike the majority 
of states with incentive programs, Maryland continues 
to produce foal crops of substantial commercial market 
value. About 50 percent of the races in the state are won 
by Maryland-breds. State-breds win the majority of 
claiming races, regardless of level, and 56 percent of all 
allowance races. In addition, Maryland-bred yearlings 
command a premium at public auctions in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund distributes money in four cate¬ 
gories: 1) bonuses paid to the breeders of successful 
race horses bred in the state, 2) bonuses paid to the 
owners of successful race horses bred in the state, 3) 
bonuses paid to the owners of stallions who sire suc¬ 


cessful race horses bred in the state, and 4) purses for 
restricted races (stakes) for horses bred in the state. 

The Maryland Million is a stallion stakes program 
that culminates each fall in a single celebration, Mary¬ 
land Million Day, now second only to the Preakness 
among Maryland's major racing events. Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day features races for all divisions, restricted to 
nominated progeny of nominated Maryland sires, with 
over $1 million in purses and awards. 

Spreading the word — promoting and supporting 
Maryland's horse industry 

Since 1936, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion has utilized publications as a means of promoting 
the horse industry and encouraging horse breeding 
and participation in horse sports. For many years, the 
MHBA published the award-winning monthly maga¬ 
zine The Maryland Horse, which is now a monthly 
newsletter for members of the association. 

Recognizing the growing regionalization of the 
Thoroughbred industry, the MHBA now publishes 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred, a four-color monthly maga¬ 
zine that covers racing and breeding in Maryland and 
throughout the region and helps reinforce Maryland's 
image as the pre-eminent breeding state on the East 
Coast. The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred is recognized as 
the premier monthly Thoroughbred trade publication. 

In addition, the MHBA publishes an annual guide to 
Thoroughbred farms in Maryland, a service directory 
providing product and service information to the entire 
horse industry in the state, and various posters, 
brochures and guides that educate the public about rac¬ 
ing and breeding in Maryland. 

The MHBA also maintains an extensive equine li¬ 
brary at its offices in Timonium. This library, with its 
collections of books, periodicals and videos, is open to 
MHBA members and to the general public. 

In 1988, the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
chartered the Maryland Horse Industry Foundation to 
serve various educational and charitable needs of the 
Maryland horse industry. Foundation projects include 
maintenance and expansion of the MHBA library, assis¬ 
tance to substance abuse programs for farm employees, 
support for scientific and veterinary research, and spe¬ 
cial grants for a variety of related causes. The Founda¬ 
tion is nonprofit and tax-exempt under Section 501(c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, so that contributions 
and gifts are fully tax-deductible to the extent allowed 
by law. 

In addition, the MHBA has played a key role in the 
development of the Maryland Horse Council, estab¬ 
lished in 1984 to serve the common interests of all horse 
organizations in Maryland. The MHBA continues to be 
an active member of the MHC and provide support for 
its various activities. **

When Tom Sutton takes home his 
trophy from the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's annual awards dinner 
in April, he will have something besides 
his checkbook to remind him that last 
year wasn't just a dream.

After her lOV^-length maiden-break¬ 
ing victory at Delaware Park on Octo¬ 
ber 1, Your Out swept those three stakes 


by a combined 18 3 /4 lengths, each time 
as odds-on favorite. Her year-end tally: 
four starts, four wins, and earnings of 
$169,000. 

Your Out, the voters' unanimous se¬ 
lection as Maryland-bred champion, is 
the third generation of her family to win 
stakes for her owner/breeder Eugene F. 
Ford, a real estate developer who makes 
his home in Bethesda, Md. 

Ford purchased Your Out's grand- 
dam Seraglio (by Wavering Monarch) 
for $35,000 at the 1988 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training sale. 
Seraglio won two stakes and placed in 
five others, earning $208,628, then 
promptly produced two stakes winners 
for Ford: Carrolls Favorite ($291,141, 
Maryland Million Nursery S, etc.) and 
Our Friend Hidayet ($87,222, Pearl 
Necklace S, 3rd Alma North H). 

Your Out, by leading Maryland stal¬ 
lion Allen's Prospect, is Our Friend Hi- 
dayet's second foal. Our Friend Hidayet 
is one of two broodmares owned by 
Ford and boarded year-round at Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, Md. Our 
Friend Hidayet has a 2-year-old colt by 
Two Punch and a yearling full brother 
to Your Out. She is due to foal this sea¬ 
son to Allen's Prospect. ^

B.c., 1997, by Citidancer—Round It Off, 
by Apalachee; bred by C. Oliver 

Goldsmith; owned by Alfred DiRico; 
trained by Valora A. Testerman. 

The late C. Oliver Goldsmith will 
be present, in spirit, when members of 
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his family accept the award recognizing 
Disco Rico's outstanding 3-year-old 
campaign. 

Goldsmith, who was vice-president 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation at the time of his death on May 12, 
1997, had a long and illustrious career 
as a breeder/owner in Maryland. He 
and his family bred at least three other 
Maryland-bred champions: Jackie Dare 
(2-year-old filly, 1964), Uncle Willie M. 
(3-year-old colt, 1965) and Leematt (2- 
year-old colt, 1970). 

But Disco Rico, sold in the Gold¬ 
smith estate dispersal at the 1998 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale, where he brought $45,000, would 
be the final hurrah. 

Only a few months old at the time of 
his breeder's death. Disco Rico matured 
rapidly to become a stakes winner at 2 
and a graded winner at 3. He has cam¬ 
paigned throughout his career for Al¬ 
fred DiRico of Quincy, Mass., who pur¬ 
chased him for $82,000 at the 1999 Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's March 2- 
year-olds in training auction. 

Disco Rico finished first or second in 
each of his five starts in 2000, for sea¬ 
son's earnings of $139,100. He set light¬ 
ning fast fractions of :21M>, :43 2 /s, :55 3 /s 
and 1:09 to capture Monmouth's Jersey 
Shore Breeders' Cup-G3 by a neck over 
archrival Max's Pal, and registered sec¬ 
onds in Saratoga's Amsterdam Stakes- 
G3, Laurel Park's Montpelier Stakes (in 
which he crossed the wire first, but lost 
to Max's Pal in a contentious disqualifi¬ 
cation) and Delaware Park's Legal 
Light Stakes. 

Disco Rico (by Citidancer) is out of 
the stakes-placed mare Round It Off (by 
Apalachee), who is a granddaughter of 
Goldsmith's foundation producer, 1996 
broodmare of the year Turn Capp (by 
Turn to Reason). **-•

Gin Talking 

B.f., 1997, by Allen's Prospect—Chattin, 
by Rollicking; bred by Barbara C. Graham; 
owned by Skeedattle Associates; trained 
by Robin L. Graham. 

Deeds, not words, are the true re¬ 
flection of Gin Talking. In her sire 
Allen's Prospect's year-of-years—the 
season that vaulted him to the top of the 
Maryland sires list in every category in¬ 
cluding all-time earnings—Gin Talking 



took the Maryland-bred horse of the 
year title (Allen's first offspring to be so 
honored) with a fall campaign consist¬ 
ing of three stakes wins, each of which 
added a distinctive jewel to her crown. 

She became a two-time Maryland 
Million winner while annexing the 
Maryland Million Oaks (on October 21) 
by a rousing six and three-quarter 
lengths.. . a graded stakes winner with 
her four-length score in the Anne Arun¬ 
del Stakes-G3 (on November 25).. . and 
a stakes winner against the boys in the 
Broad Brush Stakes (on December 31), in 
which she was ridden out to a two- 
length victory. All three races were at a 
mile and an eighth at Laurel Park. 

Gin Talking belongs to Skeedattle 
Associates, a partnership of Willie 
White, Lou Rehak and Bob Orndorff 
who purchased her for $40,000 at the 
1998 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale. She 
was bred by Purcellville, Va., horse¬ 
woman Barbara Cross Graham, and is 
out of a daughter of Vodka Talking, 
who in turn was a stakes-placed half- 
sister to the dam of Algar, the Horatius 
gelding who carried Graham's colors to 
victory in consecutive runnings of the 
Maryland Million Classic (1997 and 
'98). 

Gin Talking was champion Mary¬ 
land-bred 2-year-old filly in 1999, hav¬ 
ing earned that honor with victories in 
the Maryland Juvenile Filly Champi¬ 
onship Stakes, Maryland Million Lassie 
and Heavenly Cause Stakes. Her trainer 
throughout that award-winning cam¬ 
paign was Hamilton A. Smith. 

Out of action for the first seven 
months of her 3-year-old year, Gin Talk¬ 
ing resumed her career for Smith last 
August, but showed little of her earlier 
punch. After finishing third in an allow¬ 
ance race at Laurel, she was shipped to 


Philadelphia Park for the September 4 
Pennsylvania Oaks, in which she ran 
the only bad race of her career. 

Trainer Robin Graham (no relation to 
Gin Talking's breeder) then took up the 
challenge of training the somewhat 
temperamental filly, and saddled her 
for the undefeated three-race streak. 

Gin Talking earned $163,960 for her 
five starts in 2000, boosting her lifetime 
total to $329,210 from nine starts and 
seven wins (six stakes).

Gr./ro.g., 1993, by Deputed Testa- 
mony—Northern Sting, by Northern Jove; 
bred by Richard C. Granville; owned by 
Dennis A. Drazin; trained by Peter Fortay. 

Next to the Preakness—which Test¬ 
ing's sire, Maryland-bred Deputed Testa- 
mony, won in 1983—Maryland Million 
Day is this state's biggest racing event. 
D.T. has never had a son duplicate his 
feat in the Preakness, but Testing owns 
a special place in the history of the fea¬ 
tured race on Maryland Million Day, 
the Classic. 

By finally winning the Maryland 
Million Classic last year—at age 7—Test¬ 
ing earned kudos not only for his 
strength, but also for his perseverance. 
He participated in each of the last four 
runnings of the Classic, finishing third 
in 1997 and '98 and sixth in '99. A rally¬ 
ing three-length score before the home¬ 
town fans on Maryland Million Day 
2000 affirmed the gelding's class and 
clinched his Maryland-bred title. 

Testing also won his last two outings 
before the Maryland Million: an al¬ 
lowance event at Monmouth on June 3, 
and a $50,000 claimer at Aqueduct on 
March 4, in which he was claimed by 
New Jersey-based owner Dennis 
Drazin. From five starts last season. 
Testing earned $188,960, to boost his 
lifetime total to $512,245. 
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Bred by Marylander Richard C. 
Granville, a longtime client of Deputed 
Testamony's homeplace Bonita Farm, 
Testing follows in a grand tradition on 
his dam's side as well. His dam North¬ 
ern Sting (by Northern Jove) has pro¬ 
duced additional stakes performers Ops 
Smile ($785,246), Icy Warning ($516,202) 
and Northern Flair ($98,565)—all three 
by Caveat—and has twice been voted 
Maryland's broodmare of the year (in 
1995 and'97). **

Ch.m., 1996, by Citidancer—Prospective 
Joy, by Allen's Prospect; bred by Country 

Life, Flaherty, Wells LLC; owned by 
Michael E. Pegram; trained by Bob Baffert. 

Hookedonthefeelin made all but 
one of her 4-year-old starts in Califor¬ 
nia, where she raced for the legendary 
owner/trainer duo of Mike Pegram and 
Bob Baffert. But she remains close to the 
hearts of many Marylanders. 

By Citidancer, Hookedonthefeelin is 
a total product of the breeding program 
at the Pons family's Country Life Farm 
in Bel Air, Md., which bred her in part¬ 
nership with Allison M. Flaherty of Lin¬ 
coln, N.H., and Helen Wells of Albu¬ 
querque, N.Mex. Hookedonthefeelin's 
sire and maternal grandsire—leading 
Maryland stallion Allen's Prospect— 
both stand at Country Life. Her dam 
Prospective Joy and granddam Jovial 
Joy (by Rollicking) are owned in part¬ 
nership by Country Life, and are in pro¬ 
duction at that farm; each had a Citid¬ 
ancer filly in 2000. Prospective Joy and 
Jovial Joy are due to foal this spring to 
Exploit and Allen's Prospect , respec¬ 
tively. 

Hookedonthefeelin was sold for 
$38,000 as a weanling at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic December Mixed sale and 
resold at the Keeneland September 


Yearling sale, where Baffert bought her 
for $110,000. 

She was a standout in California for 
each of the past three seasons, despite 
taking time off to battle pneumonia and 
a splint bone injury early in her career. 
At 3, she became a Grade 1 winner with 
her victory in the La Brea Stakes, and al¬ 
so won the Miss Preakness Stakes (from 
a cameo appearance at Pimlico)—mak¬ 
ing her the unanimous selection as 
Maryland-bred champion in her divi¬ 
sion. 

Last year, Hookedonthefeelin's record 
was less gaudy, but she proved tough 
from January to December, making 11 
starts, all in stakes, and racking up two 
wins—Del Mar's Fantastic Girl and 
Santa Anita's Cascapedia—and five 
placings for earnings of $178,534. 

Hookedonthefeelin made one start 
in 2001, finishing fourth in Santa Anita's 
January 27 Grade 1 Santa Monica 
Handicap won by Nany's Sweep. She 
was being primed for the Las Flores 
Handicap on February 24 when her 
connections changed their minds and 
announced her retirement. Hooke¬ 
donthefeelin retired with career earn¬ 
ings of $488,554 and was to be bred to 
Real Quiet. ^

owned by Kathleen Crompton- 
trained by Barclay Tagg. 

A Little Luck clinched the Mary¬ 
land-bred turf championship on the 
next-to-last day of the year when he 
won the Grade 2 W.L. McKnight Handi¬ 
cap at Calder. The race, and the title, 
were well-earned rewards for a gelding 
who's amassed nearly a half-million 
dollars, thanks to a smattering of luck 
and a lot of hard work. 


The McKnight was A Little Luck's 
fourth career stakes win, but his most 
important to date. He won or placed in 
nine of 11 starts—all on the turf, at five 
different tracks—as a 6-year-old in 2000, 
earning $211,200. 

A Little Luck was bred by Gordons¬ 
dale Farm, the Virginia-based establish¬ 
ment of longtime horseman Lewis S. 
Wiley. He launched his career in Mary¬ 
land for owner Paula Parsons and train¬ 
er James W. Murphy and rose to local 
prominence under the tutelage of John 
Alecci, who claimed him in March 1997, 
when he was winning his third start, a 
$35,000 maiden claimer. 

Alecci privately sold the gelding to 
his current owner, Kathleen Crompton 
of Unionville, Pa., in June 1998. A Little 
Luck is trained Barclay Tagg, whose 
knack for conditioning turf runners is 
well established. 

"A Little Luck is a very nice old 
horse with infirmities. When he's going 
well he's a tough horse," said Tagg. **

Ch.g., 1993, by Iron—Miss List, by List; 
bred by Oatland Farm; owned by Harry 
and Dorian Filbert; trained by Tom Voss. 

Think of a horse who could start in 
four races, gallop 12 3 A miles, jump 74 
fences, never trail another rival and not 
lose. Now that's a horse to represent a 
state. 

Ironfist began the season as a mys¬ 
tery after failing to win three starts in 
1999. But he did everything right last 
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season. A timber maiden when he beat 
winners at Camden on April 1, he won 
the My Lady's Manor two weeks later 
and closed his spring campaign with a 
gutsy victory in the $50,000 Mason 
Houghland Memorial at Nashville on 
May 13. Returning at Far Hills in Octo¬ 
ber, Ironfist won the $35,000 New Jersey 
Hunt Cup under the high weight as¬ 
signment of 174 pounds. 

Despite skipping timber racing's 
most important races—the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and Virginia Gold Cup— 
Ironfist defeated four-time timber 
champion Saluter, dual 2000 stakes win¬ 
ner Floating Interest, timber earnings 
runner-up Maipo, and two-time 2000 


winner Atomistic during the year and 
was named the National Steeplechase 
Association's 2000 timber champion. 

Ironfist was a point-to-point winner 
for owner/breeder Gordon C. Keys and 
trainer /jockey Bay Cockburn in 1998, 
then was sold to his owners, Monkton 
residents Harry and Dorian Filbert, af¬ 
ter Cockburn was paralyzed in a riding 
accident that spring. 

"I had no intentions of selling him, 
that's why I never ran him on the flat," 
said Keys, who keeps five broodmares 
at his Beaver Dam Farm near Middle- 
burg, Va. "We thought he'd make a nice 
horse, but he wasn't fast enough to 
make it as a hurdle horse or a flat horse. 


He won the Eustis Cup (a four-mile 
point-to-point at the Oatlands meet) in 
his last race for us—the last race Bay 
ever rode." 

Keys no longer owns the champion's 
dam Miss List, but maintains strong 
connections to the family. Half-brothers 
Zigman Freud (by Ziggy's Boy) and 
Rinkalist (by Rinka Das) could run this 
year, as could half-sister Court List (by 
Eastover Court). Leopard Lilly, a half- 
sister to Ironfist and a stakes-placed 
winner of $151,363 on the flat, recently 
joined the broodmare band at Beaver 
Dam. 


Robert E. Meyerhoff: breeder of the year 


1 he phrase "leading Maryland 
breeder" has been so frequently used to 
describe Robert E. Meyerhoff that it has 
practically become part of his name. So 
it's not news that Meyerhoff was 
"named" Maryland's breeder of the year 
for 2000. 

To be honored at the MHBA's annual 
awards ceremony on April 20 for his 
achievements of 2000, Meyerhoff re¬ 
ceived the MHBA's breeder of the year 
award six times during the decade of 
the 1990s (for 1999 and each consecu¬ 
tive year from '92 to '96). 

In 2000, runners bred by Meyerhoff 
made 403 starts and registered 72 wins. 


Allen's Prospect not only topped 
Maryland's sire list in 2000—he vaulted 
to the top of the list of the state's all- 
time leading sires. 

Following are some of the major 
milestones of last season for the 19-year- 
old son of Mr. Prospector—Change Wa¬ 
ter, by Swaps, standing at the Pons fam¬ 
ily's Country Life Farm in Bel Air, Md. 

♦ Became the first stallion in the 
Mid-Atlantic region to exceed $4 mil¬ 
lion in progeny earnings in a single sea¬ 
son. 


69 seconds and 54 thirds for earnings of 
$1,813,361. The leading earner was Con¬ 
cerned Minister, with $130,440. 

Meyerhoff was represented as a 
breeder by six stakes winners: Basic 
Concern (Star de Naskra S), Concerned 
Minister (Tenacious H), Fabulous Broad 
(Unity Hall S) and Include (Vincent A.

broodmare of the year 

Chattin, an 11-year-old daughter of 
Rollicking—Vodka Talking, by Hagley, 
produced as her first foal to race Gin 
Talking, who was voted 2000 Mary¬ 
land-bred horse of the year. 

The broodmare honoree is owned by 
Barbara Cross Graham, a lifelong horse¬ 
woman who makes her home in Purcel- 
lville, Va., but for decades has strongly 
supported Maryland's breeding pro¬ 
gram. 

Chattin is a full sister to the good 
multiple stakes-winning Maryland- 
bred Rollodka ($559,669). And Chattin's 
dam is a half-sister to the dam of two- 
time Maryland Million Classic winner 
Algar ($571,616). 

Graham has sold three of Chattin's 
yearlings at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall sale for a combined total of 
$155,000: Gin Talking for $40,000 in 
1998; Bourbon Talking, a winning son of 
Press Card, for $30,000 in 1999; and an 
Allen's Prospect colt for $85,000 last 
year. 

Chattin has a Not For Love yearling 
colt, a Grand Slam colt at her side (born 
March 13) and was to be mated this 
spring to Tale of the Cat. 

Chattin is a granddaughter of Gra¬ 
ham's foundation mare Short Winded, 
who was bred by Graham's father Sam¬ 
uel O. Graham. He bought Short Wind- 
ed's dam (Wind Cloud, by Alquest) as 
part of a package deal, and bred her to 
the stallion Harvest Singing, a son of 
*Nasrullah owned by Paul Mellon and 
standing at Graham's farm.
